This princely endowment will put the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art on a basis of finan- 
clal resources superior, probably, to that of 
any similar institution in the world. It raises 
it from a position of comparatively narrow 
resources to one of great affluence. 


Museum Not Now Wealthy. 

The total financial resources of the mu- 
seum, as shown by the last annual report, 
were but little over $600,000. By Mr. Rogers’ 
great endowment this sum will be increased 
to certainly somewhere near $6,500,000, and 
perhaps to somewhere near $8,500,000. It is, 
of course, impossible to estimate within a 
million or so of the value of Mr. Rogers’ 
fortune. 

The estimate of $20,000,000, which frequent- 
ly was made prior to his death, is undoubt- 
edly in excess of the real amount. He was 
secretive concerning his affairs to a degree 
that at times seemed to amount to absurdity. 


Executors Know Little. 

With his will only made public within an 
hour of his funeral in Paterson late this 
afternoon, the executors naturally are as far 
from knowing what his estate is as are the 
few people who were anywhere within the 
narrow range of what little confidence he 
placed in anybody. But men here in New 
York and in Paterson who were closest to 
him are of the opinion that the estate will be 
anywhere from $5,000,000 to $8,000,000, with 
the preponderance of opinion leaning toward 
the latter sum. But whatever the amount 
of the estate, the bequest.to the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art is without.doubt the largest 
sum ever given by one man for aesthetic pur- 
poses. 

But the scanty bequests to relatives and the 
lavish liberality to the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art are not the only things Mr. Rogers left 
behind him. He left the seeds of what has 
every promise of being one of the greatest 
will contests ever known in the New Jersey 


courts. 


Leaves Way Open for Fight. 
Indeed, with the grim, sardonig humor 
peculiar to him, Mr. Rogers seems to have 


open for the contestants to go in and fight it 
out to their hearts’ content. Nowhere in the 
will is there any provision which cuts off any 
of the individual legatees if they make a 
contest. In other words, not one of them 
has anything to lose and all of them have 
everything to gain by attacking the will. 

That the numerous relatives of the dead 
millionaire, many of,whom were present at 
the funeral today, were bitterly disappointed 
is beyond all question. That they will fight 
the will to the bitter end is the firm convic- 
tion of the executors. 


Relatives Hear Will Read. 

There were something like a dozen men and 
women relatives of Mr. Rogers, who were 
present when the will was read, and who 
might naturally expect to be liberally re- 
membered in it. They assembled together in 
the dingy old parlor, across the hall from 
the little reception-room in which the body 
had been lying during the funeral services, 
and ranged themselves around the room 
while Mr. William Pennington, one of the 
executors, slowly unfolded the few sheets of 
paper on the contents of which so many high 
hopes were hung. 

The relatives knew perfectly well that Mr. 
Jacob 8. Rogers had never had any special 
fondness for them during his life. With the 
exception of one or two, he had kept himself 
as much withdrawn from them as he had 
from the rest of the world. They knew, too, 
or, if they did not, it was not his fault, for 
he had said it often enough, that he did not 
believe in giving away money. It was a pet 
theory. of his that money which was given 
to people never did them any good; that it 
merely promoted idleness and lack of thrift; 
that it did not even bring gratitude to the 
giver. 


Hopes of Many Shattered. 

Yet the relatives, not unnaturally, reasoned 
that Mr. Rogers must give his money to 
somebody. He never during his life had man- 
ifested a tendency to contribute to any educa- 
tional or public institution. He seemed rath- 
er to have gone upon the principle that money 
in the family was a family affair. How. 
ever unsociable and suspicious he may have 
been in his attitude toward the large group 
of nephews and nieces, whom it would be 
natural to suppose would come in for large 
slices of his estate, there was no reason to 
believe that he would carry this attitude 
beyond the grave. :

| GLOOM TAKES THE PLACE OF Ca- 


ROUSALS ON THE LEVEE. 


State Street Resorts Yield to the 
Cleansing Efforts of Chief of Police 
O’Neill and North of Congress Street 
a New Territory Is Added to the 


Proprietors a Sorry Lot—More Woe 
Is in Store. 


The day of redemption for one part of 
Chicago's lower world came with the close 
of July 4, and yesterday a new territory 
was added to the business distriet of the 
city. In State street, from Van Buren to 
Congress, at the behest of Chief O'Neill, order 
and respectability reigned for the first time 
in the history off Whisky Row.“ 

The spectacle, long familiar to the shop- 
pers and others whose business interests 
called them to the district, of cigaret smok- 
ing and voluble male loungers and tawdry 
women associates, appeared last evening to 
have passed. In the row of saloons lin- 
ing the west side of the street, the doors 
were thrown open, but the jangle of dis- 
cordant pianos was stilled, and the places 
of the former flashily dressed habitués 
in the doorways had been taken by idle 
bartenders and disgruntled owners, who be- 
rated the police, newspapers, and all who had 
been instrumental in términating the ex- 
istence of one of the city’s plague spots. 


Co Street Is Dead Line. 


At Congress street the dead line was 


drawn, and beyond it, to the north, no known 
disreputable character was allowed to pass 
save in a hasty walk. 

In the evening the line was even more 
sharply drawn, and all well-known charac- 
ters who sought to enter the forbidden dis- 
trict were compelled to explain their business 
before entering the place that until twenty- 
four hours before had: been particularly 
their own. Policemen Stokes, Reick, and 
Cummings, who are familiar with the ob- 
jectionable ones of the district, patrolled the 
walk and sharply accosted those they met. 

Many of the women who still live above the 
saloons along the street walked along the 
east side of the street, and, awaiting the 
time when the attention of the police was 
distracted, then scurried across to their 
rooms, to emerge no more for the night. 


Gloom and Lamentations. 

In only one saloon of the nine where noise 
and discord had each evening attracted the 
attention of the pedestrian was a piano 
heard. The Berlin, the Senate, Arrends & 
Finnucane’s, Flaherty & Marshall's, the Au- 
rora, the Standard, and the Congress were 
deserted save for the few employés who 
lounged about the places and talked of plans 
of removal. 

Business has been cut down; there Am- 
ply isn't any,“ asserted James Marshall, 302 
State street. “If my partner was in town 
tonight I'd suggest that we refuse to reopen 
in the morning. There is no trade in this 
district when women are barred, and one 
month from today you won't see a saloon in 
the block. 

“ Honestly, I'd like to see a woman walk 
into my place so that they would prefer a 
charge against me and have my license re- 
yoked. I'd at least get back a part of my 


lease in any other district is apt to terminate 
in the same way as this. I’ve got enough 
and am going to get out of the business.“ 

Threats of political revenge and tales of 
„ treachery of prominent First Ward Demo- 
cratic leaders were heard from other pro- 
prietors, who declared that politics figured 
in the removal of the places. 

South of the “ dead line hilarity reigned, 
and the Social, the Fashion, the Violet, and 
the places of Billy ’’ Edwards and Robert 
Russell were crowded with cigaret smoking 
women and intoxicated male companions. 


More Woe in Store. 

The order affecting “Whisky Row” will 
be followed by a similar one in the district 
between Harrison and Congress streets on 
Sept. 1. Speaking of the matter yesterday, 
Chief O'Neill said: ‘ 

“As to the general order affecting all 

saloons north of Harrison street, it, as 
originally drawn, was to go into effect Jan. 
1 next. This time, however, has been short- 
ened and Sept. 1 is now the date. The reascn 
for this is the present license period expires 
on Aug. 31, and any saloonkeeper who pays 
for a further license does so with his eyes 
open and knowing what he is to expect if he 
runs a saloon on the lines on which most of 
them in the locality are now conducted.“ 
\ Reading of the decision of a Denver Judge

men. Chief O'Neill yesterday afternoon called 
on Corporation Counsel Walker and asked 
him if it applied to Chicago.

Police Again Forced to Pro- 
teet Zion’s Elders from the

ESCORT PARTY TO CARS.

BOY-ARRESTED AND FREED. 


An angry mob, quelled only by a show of 
force by the entire police department; a boy 
arrested for throwing eggs and taken to the 
police station after the firm stand of two 
officers against a crowd of 300 persons; a 
Chief of Police branding Dowleism as the 
greatest fake on earth--these were features 
which marked the second visit of the disci- 
ples of John Alexander Dowie to Evanston 
last night.

After a life of devotion to her aged mother, 
who died five months ago, Miss Nettie Thorn, 
8344 Dearborn street, was found dead last 
evening in her bedroom, having inhaled gas 
with suicidal intent. The death was the cli- 
max to a series of family tragedies. The 
woman had not been out of doors but once in 
five years, while her mother did not leave the 
house for eleven years preceding her de- 
mise. 

On a writing table in the suicide’s room 
was found a note addressed to an undertaker 
cheerfully directing him to care for her body, 
and also a note to Attorney Charles E. An- 
thony of Evanston, inclosing keys to safety 
deposit boxes. The note was dated July 3, 
and Miss Thorn evidently had been dead 
since that time. 

Twelve years ago Miss Thorn and her 
mother moved into the apartment in the 
Armour flats where she was found dead. The 
father and husband had been dead for many 
years. Mrs. Thorn, while not an invalid, did 
not care to leave her home, where she was 
happy with her daughter and three sons. For 
eleven years before her death, which came 
when she was 84 years old, she did not leaye 
the house. | 


Family Begins to Dwindlie. 

Eight years ago a son, John Thorn, was 
injured, and a result of the hurt was a sick- 
ness that finally terminated in his insanity. 
He is now in an asylum. The second son 
ran away from home, and has not been heard 
of for ten years. The third son died two 
years ago. ‘ 

Five years ago Miss Thorn found it more 
convenient to give her orders for food to 
delivery boys, and from that time she did 
not leave the apartment where she and her 
mother lived until the mother’s death, when 
she accompanied the body to Oakwoods. 

Since last Wednesday the grocer's boy 
had been unable to get any response after 
repeated rappings at the door of the Thorn 
fiat. J. O. Little, 3822 Armour avenue, agent 
of the building, was notified, and last even- 
ing at 6:30 o'clock he forced open the door. 
The body of his tenant was found. 


Thanks for the Undertaker. 
The note to M. Schneider & Son, undertak- 


ers, at 3225 State street, contained two $20 
gold pieces and a $10 bill. It read as fol- 


lows: 

July 3, 1901.—Mr. Schneider: Will you please do 
for me what you have done for my mother and 
brother, and see that I am laid beside them at 
Oakwoods Cemetery.

BOYISH QUARREL RESULTS IN 
ONE DEATH AND ONE SUICIDE. 


Raymond Albers of Albany, ay 
Shoots Emanuel Koehler, Aged 12, 
with Rifle and Then Hangs Himself. 


Albany, N. T., July 5.—[{Special.J—As the 
result of a boys’ quarrel, Raymond Albers, 
the 18-year-old son of Albert Albers, boss 
painter, and Emanuel Koehler, aged 12, son 
of the Rev. Julius T. Koehler, who had been | 
playmates, are dead. 

Early ‘this evening the Koehler boy was on 
the fence separating his yard from that of 
his neighbor. No other person was present 
except an 8-year-old brother of Koehler, 
who was on the ground, and young Albers, in 
the adjoining lot. 

Some words passed between the elder 
Koehler and Albers, when the latter pointed 
a cat rifle at Koehler and fired. The bullet 
passed through the boy’s heart and lodged 
in the muscles of the back.

The Koehler boy was dead when picked up. 

The police then searched for the Albers 
boy. Finally, in the cellar of his father’s 
house, in a dark corner, discovered the boy 
hanging by the neck. He was cut down, 
gasped once, then expired. Fear of arrest 
had caused him to commit suicide, as he had 
said to his mother as he ran through the 
house that the police were after him. 


BUFFALO FAIR FLOODED 
AND LEFT IN DARKNESS. 


Midway Covered with Water to Depth 
of Three Feet and Lightning Strik- 
ing Main Feed Wire Puts Out Lights. 


Buffalo, N. T., July 5.—[Special.}—A heavy 
rain and electrical storm flooded the city and 
the exposition grounds this evening. Some 
of the Midway shows were flooded to a 
depth of three feet. The engine-room under 
the Machinery and Transportation Building 
was also filled with water and all the ma- 
chinery was stopped. 

The lightning struck in a dozen places, It 
hit the supply wires that bring electrical 
power from Niagara Falls to Buffalo, burn- 
ing out transformers and other electrical ma- 
chinery in the Buffalo recstving-house.

Dr. William Thornton, appointed in 1802 by 
Thomas Jefferson. This is a collection upon 
which he has spent much time and thought. 

The portrait just received, and which 
makes the line complete, with one exception, 
is that of Colonel James C. Pickett, who 
served as Superintendent of Patents in 1884 
and who subsequently held many other posi- 
‘tions of trust and honor under the gover 
ment.

For hours yesterday a steam launch furnished by Mr, Parkinson carried a party of 
searchers about the course taken by the boys. The fact that neither the boat nor oars 
could be found gives hope to the relatives that they may have been picked up by some 
vessel at the approach of the storm and carried across the lake. :

MANY CHANGES IN VIEW,

LONDON, July 5.—The shipbuilding pro- 
gram for 1901, was announced in the House 
of Commons today. It comprises three bat- 
tleships of a new and improved class, six 
cruisers of the Monmouth class, and ten im- 
proved destroyers. 

Four ships of what is called the Monmouth 
class are now being built in England—the 
Monmouth and Bedferd at Fairfield, the Kent 
at Portsmouth, and the Essex at Pembroke. 
They are to be 440 feet in length, 66 feet in 
breadth, with a displacement of 9,800 tons. 
They are to be armored dnd have a speed of 
twenty-three knots. Por ships of their size 
they will present some novel features in 
armament. 

Mr. Arnold Foster, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Admiralty, explained that there 
would be for some time anxiety as to the 
character of the battleships now being built. 
It was generally admitted that there hdd 
been considerable progress in the matter of 
armaments. Changes should therefore be 
made in the direction of increasing offensive 
and defensive battleships. 


Three Battleships Contemplated. 
The program provided for three battleships 

of the London and Formidable class. The 
ew ships, he said, would be named King 
dward, Commonwealth, and Dominion, the 


names for the latter two being selected in 


‘recognition of the sérvices of the colonies 
during the war. 
Each of the new ships would show im- 
provements over the London and Formida- 
le type, and some novel features would also 
introduced. They would have a displace- 
ment of 16,500 tons, be twenty feet longer 
than the Formidable, and have engines of 
18,000 horse-power, with which it was ex- 
‘pected that they would attain a speed of 
8% knots. They would be protected by an 
armor belt from the lower protected deck 
to nine inches above the water line, and then 
by another armor belt to the main deck, the 
latter to continue the whole length of the 


ship. 
New Features in Batteries. 

The curious feature never before intro- 
duced would be a battery of ten six-ineh 

uns, which would be inclosed in seveh-inch 

rmor, which battery would be divided by 
traverses to diminish the effect of a shell 
penetrating the armor. 

Another peculiarity would be the addition 
of four twelve-inch guns. There would also 
be four b. 2-inch guns of great power, never 
before introduced on the secondary arma- 
ment of any first-class battleship. 

Mr. Foster decided that the ten destroyers 
to be built would be stronger than the present 
type.

Program Freely Criticised,

LONDON, July 6, 3 a. m.—The govern- 
ment’s explanations of the naval program 
have failed to awaken great enthusiasm, but 
they are regarded as showing that the gov- 
ernment is alive to the necessities of the 
case. 

The Daily Chronicle; which points out 
that, although Lord Selborne dwelt upon the 
difficulty of getting vessels finished in time, 
foreign powers, like Japan, have no difficulty 
in getting enormous battleships built to time 
in British yards, publishes the contents of 
confidential reports on the last maneuvers 
of the Mediterranean fleet, the substance of 
which, it declares, is well known to both 
France and Russia, although it has been 
concealed from the British public. 

The gist of the reports, according to the 
Daily Chronicle, was that in a sea like the 
Mediterrranean battleships have little 
chance, and that British power can only be 
held by destroyers, such as in the maneuvers 
found the fleet at sea and sank every ship. 

It declares that both Admiral Fisher and 
Lord Charles Beresford of the Mediterranean 
fleet have demanded destroyers, but that 
none has as yet been sent, and that it was 
these mianeuvers which led Lord Charles 
Beresford to take his recent action in erit- 
icising the naval policy of the government.

BUILDING TRADES COUNCIL GIVES 
De ITS LEASE. | 


Once Powerful Central Organization 
Finds It Impossible to Meet Expenses 
for Quarters at 187 Washington 
Street and Votes te Surrender Pos- 
session—Building Formerly a Home 
for Unions Will Lose Its identity 
Among Workingmen. 


The Chicago Building Trades couneil last 
night voted to give up its quarters at 187 
Washington street. The order became effec- 
tive immediately; and Secretary Harry Still- 
well was authorized to give out the statement 
of the relinquishment of the building known 
for five years as the center of labor row.” 

Five years ago the building was leased to 
the Building Trades council, then one of the 
strongest central labor organisations in the 
country. It continued to grow until there 


ton street building, so anxious were the 
unions to become associated with the pros- 
perous ‘organization. Strikes were won 
through the influence of the great machine. 
In the life of the Building Trades council the 
“ sympathetic strike was in its prime. 

In the opening of 1900 the great fight with 
the Building Contractors’ council was in- 
augurated. It was a local struggle, but the 
combatants were organized on such strong 
lines that the influence almest reached na- 
tional dimensions. Thousands of men left 
their work. Contractors found uneompleted 
buildings on their hands without the possibil- 
ity of securing men to complete them. Men 


when they could get none left the city. The 
contractors sent warnings to their organiza- 
tions wherever affiliated urging them not to 
employ the men or to send non-union men to 
Chicago. 

After six months the unions began to 
weaken. The bricklayers withdrew and went 
to work. Then union after union became 
dissatisfied. Before the first of the year all 
but fifteen of the smallest organizations in 
the council had left it. The fifteen tried 
to keep up the expenses, but it was too much 
for them. Finally they induced the owner 
to agree to take charge of the building, with 
the understanding that the central body and 
affiliated unions might remain until they 
could secure quarters elsewhere. Last night 
the lease was transferred formally to the 
owner, who will take charge this morning. 
The Federation of Labor will meet in its 
present quarters tomorrow afternoon as 
usual. 

Employés of the Crane company met in 
Curtis Hall, 464 South Halsted street, last 
night for the purpose of organizing.

Colorado Springs, Solo. July 
—Winfield Scott Stratton, the angel of this 
town, has decided ta pull out for the State 
capital, where he expects to find more con- 
genial company and fewer public solicitors 
to dog his hours sleeping and waking in 
quest of subscriptions to public and private 
enterprises. 

Mr. Stratton, although rich only since 1808, 
has spent more money here than probably 
all of the other thirty millionaires in the 
city combined. 80 persistent was the public 
clamor that he had to appoint a bodyguard 
to protect himself from the importunate.

BIG YACHTS IN BAY 


INDEPENDENCE AND CONSTITU- 
TION BRUSH OFF NEWPORT.

Lawson Boat Tempts Cup Defenderand 
| ‘They Spar for Time, Neither Show- 
ing Any Decided Advantage—Trial 

Is of Short Duration—Time Allow- 
ances for Today's Race Are Made 
Rhode Island Agog Over the Con- 
test,

Newport, R. I., July 6.—[{Special.]—The 
Lawson boat Independence and the cup de- 
fender Constitution had their first meeting 
this afternoon in the waters of Narragan- 
sett Bay, and for fifteen minutes had it 
out in a beat of four or five miles. Asa 
result of the brush it would be hard to 
say which got the better of it, for there 
did not appear to be any more difference in 
their positions at the end than at the start 
of the brush. 

This morning was passed on both yachts 
in preparation for the race tomorrow. John 
Hyslop began work early in measuring In- 
dependence, which prevented the yacht from 
taking a spin, it having its head sails up in 
stops all the morning. Captain Haff said 
the yacht was in no condition to race, but 
that they would do the best they cquid. He 


said the head sails were in poor condition, 


and this proved to be the case. 3 
Time Allowances Are Made. 


As a result of the measurement of Inde- 
pendence it was announced that it was 89.16 
feet on the water line and that its racing 
measurement is 103.35. Constitution is 104.765 
and Columbia 102.27. The time allowance 
is figured out so Constitution has to allow 
both boats and Independence has to allow 
Columbia. Constitution allows Columbia 1 
minute and 17 seconds, Independence 44 sec- 
onds, and Independence allows Columbia 
83 seconds. 

On board Columbia the morning was spent 
in shipping the new martingale, and as a 
result of a few changes it is said there isa 
possibility of it having to be remeasured 
before the race. It did not leave its moorings 
all day, and this afternoon Mr. Morgan was 
on board personally supervising the work 
of getting ready for tomorrow. 

It was a fine day for light weather boats, 
the wind being from the northeast and the 
water practically smooth. At 1 oclock Inde- 
pendence prepared to get under way. The 
mainsail was hoisted and the No.1 
club topsail sent aloft. At 1:30 it cast off, 
and when well out in the channel eased off 
its sheet and started out to sea. The spin- 
naker boom was run out to port and the bag 
spinnaker was set. With sails drawing well 
it continued out to the Brenton's Reef light- 
ship, when its spinnaker was taken in. 

‘Independence then rounded the lightship, 
and on the starboard tack took a short hitch 
in toward the Narragansett shore, when it 
began to beat in the harbor. At 3 o’clock 
it was off Fort Adams and continued on and 
went by Constitution at the latter’s moor- 
‘ings, then came about and hekded over to- 
ward Jamestown. ‘ 

This was too much of a temptation for 
Constitution people, and the yacht imme- 


its Boston rival. As soon as this move was 
observed by the yachts in the harbor a 
number of the steamers got up anchor and 
were off to see the fun. 


Haff Waits for Rival. 


When Captain Haff saw Constitution was 
coming he luffed Independence up in the wind 
and waited for it to comeon. Constitution 
passed astern of Independence at 3:15 and 
immediately came about, and on the port 
tack crossed the bows of the Boston boat, 
Independence stiH remaining up in the wind. 

Thirty seconds later Independence filled 
away, and the race was on. Both boats 
were on the port tack, Independence 
about a quarter of a mile to lee- 
ward and a little astern of Constitution. The 
wind was not strong, yet the difference in the 
heel of the two boats was apparent. Con- 
stitution stood up almost on an even keel, 
while Independence had a noticeable list. As 
the two boats got going well it was seen that 
Independence made more of a fuss forward 
than did Constitution, the latter making 
hardly a ripple in the water, while the Boston 
boat was rolling the water upon each bow. 

From astern of the yachts it appeared that 
Independence was footing faster than was 
Constitution, but later it was seen that it had 
not gained anything. It was apparent that 
the Herreshoff boat was pointing much high- 
er than was Independence and salling differ- 
ent courses. 8 

Independence came about on the starboard 
tack, followed by the Constitution thirty 
seconds later, it then being ahead and to 
windward of Independence. Independence’s 
jib was drawing poorly, the middle of the sail 
flapping. Captain Haff gave Independence a 
hard full and for a minute or two it seemed to 
be going fast. Nevertheless, there was no 
* difference in the footing of the two

Constitution Quits the Field. 


At 3:28, when just north of Gold Island. 
while on the port tack, Constitution eased 
off its boom and started for its mooring, Inde- 
pendence continuing on up the bay. 

While it lasted the brush was interesting, 
but there was so little difference in the boats 
that it would be difficult to say which did the 
best work. 5 

The crew of Constitution said tonight the 
brush was highly satisfactory to them and 
not for a minute did Independence have any 
show with them. 

Tonight Newport is on the eve of one of 
the most important yacht races it has ever 
had, and the interest is intense. Each boat 
has its favorites, but Columbia seems to have 
more supporters. After the performance to- 
day between Constitution and Independence 
the latter boat has lost many backers. There 
is practically no betting on tomorrow’s race. 
Tomorrow's race will be over a triangular 
course and the prospects for a good day are 
encouraging.

COLLEEN SAILS NICELY.

OLD ABE WINS FROM MAM 


Milwaukee, Wis., July 5.—[Special.]—Col- 
leen of the association knockabout class 
won the race in its class today against 
Vagabond and Cock Robin. The cup de- 
fenders started, but Orion and Minota broke | 
down and left Illinois to cover the course 
alone. Old Abe won out against Mame in 
class G. Beatrice covered the course alone in 
class B. | 

This was the extent of the racing today 
and cups will be awarded accordingly. The 
smaller classes did not start. A fresh wind 
out of the Southwest made it an ideal re- 
gatta day. . 

The race of the day was easily the con- 
test. between Vagabond and Colleen, with 
Cock Robin threatening to take second place 
from the new boat; owing to the latter's get- 
ting in frons at the opening between the 
breakwater when coming in on the home- 
stretch. At 10:25 o’clock the preparatory 
gun for the knockabout class was fired, and 
five minutes later the starting gun boomed 
and the race was on. 

With a stiff breeze southwest by south the 
boats went down the first leg of the tri- 
angle, with Vagabond slightly in the lead. 
Before half of the leg was sailed, however, 
Colleen did a little jockeying and succeed- 
ed in passing the Milwaukee boat. Round- 
ing the first buoy Vagabond followed close- 
ly, but lost much time in setting its spin- 
naker. When it came into therunning again 
Colleen had between two and three hundred 
feet to the good. Rounding on the second 
buoy for the race home the Chicago boat 
had a ten-second lead on the second craft, 
but it was here that the winner showed its 
superiority. In the first place the seaman- 
ship of its crew was better than that of 
Vagabond, and in the next the breeze was 
stiffened a little, and Colleen footed away 
from its afitagonist in the prettiest kind of 
a finish. It finished seven minutes one sec- 
ond ahead of Vagabond, which was caught 
in irons at the slip and was hung up there. 
for several minutes. It was while hung up 
that Cock Robin made such a gain and 
what had, up to this. point, been a race for 
first place between Colleen and Vagabond 
became a race for second between Cock 
Robin and Vagabond, with the latter win- 
ning out by one minute and forty seconds. 


Illinois Left to Finish Alone, 


‘In the Canada cup defender class Orion, 
Illinois, and Minota started. It was the first 
race of the morning and some exciting sport 
was anticipated. Orion caught the wind first 
and crossed the starting line at six seconds 
after the starting gun had been fired. IIII- 
nois was next, getting away forty-six sec- 
onds later, Minota following on the latter’s 
heels. None of the boats had covered half the 
length of the first leg when Orion rounded 
to, and it was evident to those on the judges’ 
boat that something was wrong. Immediate- 
ly after Minota also dropped out, and Illinois 
was left to finish alone. It had been intended 
to sail twice around the triangle, but the 
judges signaled Illinois to stop after the first 
round, owing to the dropping out of the other 
two boats. This gave the Chicago boat both 
the time prize and the prize for first place. 

In the start of the. race Orion’s spreader 
buckled back, putting all the strain on the 
mast, which in turn bent like a whip. Asa 
result it was decided that the only wise 
course to pursue was to withdraw from the 
race and save all danger of breaking the 
mast, as would have happened had the boat 
gone on. Minota's side stays also buckled. 

In class G the starters were Old Abe and 
Mame, the latter with a time allowance of 
one minute and twenty-six seconds. Old Abe 
won the race with a margin of six minutes 
actual sailing time, or four minutes and 
thirty-four second with the time allowance

BODY OF EX-GOV.PINGREE 
LIES IN STATE IN DETROIT. 


Thousands of Friends of the Dead Man 
Pay a Last Tribute—Remains Will 
Be Placed in the Grave Today. 


Detroit, Mich., July 5.—[Special. ]+The spe- 

cial car bearing the remains of the late ex- 
Governor H. 8. ngree arrived from New 
York at 8:30 o’clock this morning, accom- 
panied by the committee of Aldermen and 
city officials. Thousands assembled at the 
depot, and the casket, covered by the flag, 
was lowered from the car and placed in the 
hearse by comrades of Detroit Post, G. A, R., 
of which Mr. Pingree was a member. 
The body was taken to the city hall, which 
had been draped appropriately, where the re- 
mains lay in state all day and until 10 o’clock 
tonight, when they were removed to the fam- 
lly residence. 

During the day thousands of persons, in- 
cluding workingmen from this city and points 
in the State, slowly passed by the bier. Fre- 
quently the march was interrupted by some 
lowly friend of the dead ex-Governor who 
silently wept at the coffin. A military guard 
kept watch over the remains. Over the foot 
of the coffin was an American flag. At the 
head and foot stood a soldier. Back of the 
guard were banked floral tributes. 

Funeral services will be held tomorrow aft- 
ernoon at 2 o'clock at his late Woodward 
avenue residence. Afterwards the ‘militia 
and Masonic fraternity will take charge of 
the re ns and a military salute will be 
fired and taps sounded at the grave. During 
the hour of the funeral the fire department 
and school bells will be tolled and business 
houses will be closed.

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Nine Hundred of Colonel Sanborn’s Men 
Take Trains for Springfield—Hun- 
Areds Say Good-By. 


Michigan avenue had a warlike aspect last 
evening when the soldiers of the First Regi- 
ment, Illinois National Guard, marched from 
the armory to the Illinois Central station 
to take the train for Springfield, where the 
annual encampment begins today. In full 
equipment of arms, blankets, and canteens 
the thin blue line swept down the avenue 
to the music of the dand. 

Hundreds of persons gathered at the armory 
to bid the soldiers good-by, as company after 
company marched forth and fell into line 
behind the band. It was a reminder of 
the early days of the Spanish war, except 
that the prevailing spirit was one of fun 
and good nature, unmingled with tears 
sighs. 

Two special trains of a dozen coaches each 
carried the regiment to Springfield. At 9:15 
the first section, carrying the First Bat- 
talion, moved out of the train shed, and the 
other train followed a half hour later. The 
two trains carried about 900 members of 
the regiment, the twelve companies being 
fully represented. 

For the first time in several years the sol- 
diers take to Springfield their full dress uni- 
forms, consisting of gray swallow-talled coat, 
white duck trousers, and white spiked hel- 
met. These will be worn every day at the 
dress parade at sundown. As there are 
thirty-two brass buttons on each coat and 
every one must be polished daily the sol- 
diers will not lack for things to do while in 
camp. 

Meanwhile. the members of the Naval 
Militia will begin their first summer outing 
on their own training ship this afternoon 
when the first division of the First Ship’sCrew 
will take possession of the Dorothea. Fifty 
jackies under command of Lieutenant W. 
F. Purdy will use the training ship for a 
week. 

Commander W. J. Wilson and his staff took 
the Dorothea on a trial trip as far north 
as Gross Point yesterday. On the return 
trip J. D. Williams, known by his associates 
as Dowie, fell overboard. The ship was 
stopped and the life boat lowered in one 
minute and ‘thirty seconds. The boy is an

POSTAL BUSINESS IS LARGE. 


Chicago Office for the Fiscal Year Scores 
Material Gains in All De- 
partments. 


Substantial gains in all departments of the 
Postoffice are shown in the reports for the 
fiscal year just ended. In the money order 
division a gain of $9,583,219, and an increase 
of 823,216 in the number of transactions over 
the preceding fiscal year are shown. The 
value of the money orders handled during 
the last twelve months was $75,663,577, 
‘against $66,080,358 the year before. The 
gain was over 20 8 in transactions and

ine total number of registered letters and 
was 6,276,901. This, compared with 
the showing for the fiscal year of 1900, shows 
a gain of 578,111, or more than 12 per cent. 
As compared with the business five years ago 
the increase was 1,824,443, or almost 53 per 
3 the statement that Postmaster 
General Smith is to decide definitely what is 
to be classified as second-class mail matter 
is gratifying to the Chicago officials. The 
local office has drawn closer lines than most 
offices, and consequently there have been 
complaints from publishers. The abuses un- 
der the law, while not nearly so great here 
as in New York, nevertheless are pro- 
nounced. New York sends out 22 per cent 
of all the second-class matter in the coun- 
try; Chicago sends out 12 per cent; Philadei- 
phia and Boston 5 per cent each.

ARE A “LITTLE-H-M!” 


[By Jeannette L. Gilder, Editor of the Critic.} 
OU may remember that in The Gay 
Lord Quex,”’ the famous scene in the 
bedroom of the Duchess of Stroud, 
Mrs. Eden takes up one of a number 
of French novels lying on the table, 
with the remark: 
This is a little—h-m!—isn’t it? 
To which the Duchess replies: 
“I read those things for their exquisitely 
polished style; their subject escapes me.“ 
While this may be said with a certain 
amount of: truth of French novels, it cannot 
be said with equal truth of English novels 
that are a little-h-m! If you read such 
novels as George Moore writes, for example, 
you read them for the little—h-m! alone, 
for they have no literary style. It has been 
my misfortune to have d—or, to be quite 
truthful, to have glanced over—the advance 
sheets of George Moore's new novel, Sister 
Teresa.“ which Messrs. Lippincott will pub- 
lish in the course of a few days. 
Sister Teresa is a sequel to “ Evelyn 
Innes, so you can imagine its character. 
It did not take deep skimming to show me 


what manner of book I had before me. It 


George Moore is the clever man that his ad- 
mirers claim he is, he has the art to 
conceal it. Esther Waters wae the first 
book of George Moore's that I ever read: I. 
regret today that it was not the last. Peo- 
ple who like that sort of story are welcome 
to it. I despise it, and I have no hesitation 
in saying so., even at the risk of being con- 
sidered a Philistine. . 

Sister Teresa is an odious book. I 
have read the English edition. The Ameri- 
can may not be quite so objectionable. Mr. 
Moore prides himself upon the fact that he 
hesitates at nothing. Subjects that rried 
people might discuss in the privacy of their 
bedrooms he delights to discuss in bold type. 
I dare say that in his heart he is wondering 
just how far the public will allow him to 
go. In “ Sister Teresa I think that he has 
reached the Mmit. 

This is the way that the story opens, and 
those who want an excuse for ding Mr. 
Moore’s unpleasant stories call it beautiful 
writing: 

She was conscious of her indolence: 
within and without her there was a strange, 
lifeless calm, a st 
and in her mind. In the landscape and in her 
there seemed no before and no hereafter. 
But a glance inwards revealed to her the 
ripple of some hidden anticipation moving 
under the sullen surface. The idea ofrre- 
turning to London stirred a little dread in 
her, yet she felt for the moment that she had 
seen enough of the convent.

Dr. Robertson Nicoll stands confessed as 
the author of the article on Novelists’ 
Profits,” which originally appeared in the 
London Daily Mail and which has been wide- 
ly copied and commented upon. There are 
few men who know the literary situation in 
England better than Dr. Nicoll. Although 
born and bred a Scofchman he has many 
American qualities, notable that of the hust- 
ler. He is the editor of three religious peri- 
odicals, among them the leading non-Con- 
formist journal, the British Weekly. He is 
also the editor of the Woman at Home and 
The Bookman. The English Bookman, be it 
remembered, was born long before its Ameri- 
can namesake. Dr. Nicoll may be said to 
have invented the Kailyard novel,” having 
been the first to encourage the early efforts 
of R. 8. Crockett and J. M. Barrie. He does 
not confine his enthusiasm to Scotch writers, 
but is always ready to lend a hand to the be- 
ginner in letters if that beginner’s style 
pleases him. Like most men who are strong 
in their likes, he is quite as strong in his dis- 
likes. Among the latter is Mr. Kipling, 
whose head he never sees without whacking. 
Mr. Kipling is pretty hard headed, however, 
so he seems to be none the wonse for the 
blows. 

Dr. Nicoll’s article on Novelists’ Profits 
is interesting, as is most everything that he 
writes, but I do not think that all of his state- 
ments can be borne out by the facts. For ex- 
ample, that the cause of our Winston 
Churchill’s popularity in England is that 
most people think that he is the Englishman 
Winston Spencer Churchill. I haveno doubt 
but that the general public may be confused 
in the matter of its Churchills, but not the 
reading public. No one could read Richard 
Carvel ” or The Crisis and think that the 
author of those books was an Englishman 
whatever else he might think of him. 

Our Winston Churchill, -by the way, has 
just returned from a six weeks’ fishing trip in 
Canada and has taken a house at Beverly 
Farms, Mass., for the rest of the summer. 
Mr. Churchill, as most people know, has a 
beautiful house at Cornish, N. H., though 
his postoffice is Windsor, Vt. One cannot but 
admire.the restraint of this writer. Instead 
of following up the success of “ Richard 
Carvel with another novel before the ink on 
that was fairly dry, he lets nearly two years 
go by before he publishes another book. Of 
course, he can afford to you say, but so can 


others whom I could name, who show no such 


reticense. 

Dr. Nicoll, who is close to Mr. J. M. Barrie, 
by the way he visited this country with him, 
says that the new play which the latter has 
written for Maude Adams is in the manner of 
Jane Austen. The scene is laid in the same 
period and amid the same surroundings as 
that of Pride and Prejudice.“ Mr. Barrie is 
seriously thinking of coming to America to 
asslst at the production of the play, which 
will probably.be first produced in Baltimore, 
The new Barrie novel, which is nearly fin- 
ished, will be published first as a serial in 
Scribner’s Magazine and later in book form. 
It is-a London story with none of the qualities 
that have been objected to in Mr. Caine’s 
book. Barrie’s Margaret Ogilvy has re- 
cently been published in Germany as ** Eine 
Schottische Mutter and in France as Ma 
Mére.” Beautiful as this book is I can never 
understand how so reserved a man as Mr. 
Barrie could have published it. It was all 
right to write it, but.to print it for the world 
to read—no, 

Hall Caine’s story. The Eternal City, 
which has abruptly ended its course in the 
pages of Pearson’s Lady's Magazine, has 
been running in this country through the 
columns of Collier’s Weekly. The chapters 
to which the editor of the Lady’s Magazine 
objected were published in Collier's some 
three weeks ago, and no one noticed that 
there was anything objectionable about 
them. There will probably now be a demand 
for back numbers of Collier’s, which the 
publisher will no doubt be pleased to supply. 
A story with the inocuous title, The Cat's 
Paw,” takes the place of “The Eternal 
City in the pages of the Lady's Magazine. 
It was the cat’s paw, if I remember rightly, 
that drew the chestnuts from the flre. The 
Eternal City will be published late in Au- 
gust or early in September, in its entirety, by 
Messrs. Appleton.

A revival of interest in nature and her ways naturally has brought again into 
notice the American who has written most delightfully about such matters, John 
Burroughs. Although he is not in his old age so productive in a literary way asin 
his younger days, there is not the need, for, in spite of the competition of newer 
writers, hie books stil) hole their own, and charm as much by reason of their Hter- 


ary style as by their matter. 


Previous to 1874 Mr. Burroughs was connected in a minor

way with the world of 


finance, but since then he has lived on his fruit farm in New York or in the New 
England woods. He has a clear, observant eye for nature and the faculty for giving 
rural subjects a singular interest. He seems by turns an artist, a poet, a naturalist, 
and a sportsman, always without the least pretense or passion. He has not the in- 
trospection of Thoreau or the pedantry of some of the latter's imitators. 

His son has lately followed in the father’s footsteps, and has taken a lodge in 


a forest in order to pursue his observations of nature,

— 


as a “society man,” having been born of 
good people and being connected by mar- 
riages and otherwise with wealth and 
fashion. He has not much liking for it, how- 
ever, and would rather paint pictures or 
write essays than waste his time in the 
„ giddy whirl.” Mr. Gregory is a bachelor 
in his middle 40s and he lives in a curious 
little place, half studio, half apartment, at 
the junction of Broadway and Fifth avenue, 
overlooking Madison square. There he paints 
and writes and gives afternoon teas. He is 
only in New York for a few months in the 
winter, the rest of his time he spends abroad, 
mostly in France. He was introduced as a 
writer through the columns of the Evening 
Post, where his Idler papers were for a time 
a decided feature. Readers of the Post 
thought that this somewhat cynical Idler 
must be an old man, one who had lived in the 
thick of things for the greater part of his life 
perhaps, but who now, was like the old rat 
in the cheese, nibbling and looking on. Asa 
matter of fact, Mr. Gregory cannot be more 
than 4 and 40. He is not the least bit ofa 
cynic, but, on the contrary, is delightfully 
optimistic and, though not a robust man by 
any means, he goes about and enjoys life 
more than most of his fellows. 

Not! at all discouraged by the reception of 
„The Sacred Fount, Mr. Henry James is 
hard at work upon a new novel which will be 
published by Messrs. Scribner in the fall. I 
cannot tell you. yet what it is to be about 
nor am I sure that I can tell you after I have 
read it. The Sacred Fount”’ is a sealed book 
to me, and so are most of Mr. James’ later 
stories. In his early days his stories were as 
simple as Howell’s or any other writers. 
There was always a certain amount of the 
phsycological about them, but one had no 
trouble in knowing what he was driving at. 
Today I doubt if he could tell you himself 
were you rude enough to ask him.

W. L. Alden’s London Letter. 
Work of Sir Walter Besant and Robert 
Buchanan Compared—Moral for All Who 


Aspire to Embark in Literature. 
[Copyright: 1901: By the New York Times.] 

ONDON, June 15.—Drawing morals is 
always a pleasant amusement, for it 
carries with it a sense of the superior- 
ity of the drawer. The deaths of Sir 
Walter Besant and of Mr. Robert 
Buchanan have been the occasion of a great 
deal of solemn comment on the lives of the 
two men. Every one knows that Sir Walter 
was a genial, cheerful man, and that 
Buchanan delighted in quarreling. Also it 
is generally admitted that, while Buchanan 
had real genius, Besant had none. Further- 
more, Besant was remarkably successful in 
his profession, and Buchanan considered him 
a failure—in which verdict most people will 
agree. Wherefore the moral is drawn, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, that if a man 
wishes to succeed in literature he should 
cultivate the commonplace, and depend for 
his popularity on his personal virtues rather 

than on the literary merits of his books. 

There is more or less truth in this, but I 
hardly think it does full justice either to 
Besant or Buchanan. The former certainly 
did excellent work, and it is absurd to say 
that because his heroines were puppets 
pulled by obvious wires he had no creative 
genius. Character drawing was not his 
strong point, but that he could draw mep 
who were alive his Gregory Shovel” 
would alone prove. But there is genius in 
the telling of a story as well as in the crea- 
tion of character, and Sir Walter could tell 
a story as well as any man living. Certain- 
ly he had genius of a sort, and his books 
should have been popular on their own mer- 
its, as they undoubtédly were. 

Buchanan also had genius, for he could 
create. But I doubt if his order of genius 
was much the superior of t’s. Bup- 
pose that he had been the ge optimist 
that Sir Walter was—a man who charmed 
all his friends and never made an enemy— 
except, of course, an Occasional publisher— 
would his genius then have been rated 
‘higher than Besant’s? Buchanan’s poetry 
was sometimes admirable, but he wrote a 
great deal of worthless verse. His novels 
were so good that every one said it was a 
great pity that they were not better. I can- 
not see in what respect they were superior 
to those of Besant, and there were certainly 
many respects in which they were con- 
spicuously inferior. Granting that Buchan- 
an had genius—and I should be the last to 
deny it—I fail to see in what respect his 
genius was more abundant in quantity or 
finer 5 quality than that of Sir Walter 


Would it not be fair to say that the chief 
difference between the two men was not that 
the one had genius and the other had not, 
but that one was an optimist of the most 
pronounced character and the other felt 
n in life was wrong and his 

as to set everything right? Sir 
Walter admitted that there was a certain | 


amount of misery in the east of London, but 
it could easily be set right if the public would 
read and follow the teachings given in his 
novels. He also admitted that publishers 
were not, as a rule, the highest kind of 
angels, but he felt confident that his Society 
of Authors would in a comparatively short 
time convert even the most hardened pub- 
lishers. With these exceptions the world 
went very well with Sir Walter—quite as 
well, in fact, as it went in the days of one 
of his best novels. It was a good world, a 
beautiful world, a world full of kindness and 
good tobacco, if you only looked for those 
commodities. Sir Walter was obviously a 
happy and contented man. He was not 
happy merely because he was successful, but 
he was successful because he was happy. 
There was a kind and lovable spirit in his 
books which attracted people to them. He 
succeeded in literature not so much because 
he wrote well but because he had the most 
fortunate of temperaments. 

Poor Buchanan was the opposite of Be- 
sant in temperament. He was not intention- 
ally unkind to any one, but to his vision 
most things were wrong and called for 
hearty denunciation. He may not have been 
an unhappy man, but his writings certainly 
gave that impression to the reader. It was 
Buchanan’s temperament that made his life 
an apparent failure and that made him fall 
far behind Besant in the race for popularity. 

If I, too, may draw a moral, I should say 
that the lives of these two men show that 
success is more apt to attend the man who 
is happy than the man who is unhappy. It 
certainly does so far as the ordinary af- 
fairs of life are concerned, and there is good 
reason why the same cause should have the 
same effect in Uterature. The man who is 
bitter and misanthropic and sour is out of 
place in the world, and he fails, as he de- 
serves to. Sir Walter Besant’s creed that 
this is an excellent world is the true creed. 
It is an admirable world, in spite of its faults, 
and when we treat it genially and lovingly 
it js apt to treat us in the same way. 

There is one thing in regard to Besant 
that might be said. In England it is gener- 
ally believed that his Gilead P. Beck is 
a faithful representation of the Yankee. Of 
course, it is nothing of the sort. Sir Walter 
tried to make Beck speak what he assumed 
to be the American dialect, but no American 
would recognize it. Like many other Eng- 
lish writers, Sir Walter imagined that if he 
gave a man a scriptural Christian name 
and also a middie letter, and then made him 
use a few of the expressions that a time- 
honored superstition has called ‘‘ Ameri- 
can,” he had drawn a Yankee. Beck fs 
thought to be one of Sir Walter’s most life- 
like characters, but he is as preposterous 
a stage Yankee as ever walked the boards 
of Bafnum’s old Park Row Museum. 

George Meredith’s new volume of poems, 
“A Reading of Life,” is, of course, greatly 
admired by Meredithians. The appropriate- 
ness of thé title of the book is not evident, 
unless we assume that the difficulty the 
ordinary man finds in reading it ig paralieled 
by the difficulties of life. I have nd some 
admirable lines in it—of course, I speak as 
a mere man and not as a thick and thin 
Meredithian—but the greater part of the 
book I have found absolutely unreadable. 
Why in the world cannot the author, whose 
genius I revere as much as any man can, 
say an intelligible thing in an intelligible 
way? And why should twisted sentences 
be called poetry simply because they are 
twisted and gnarled to the utmost possible 
extent? Of course Mr. Meredtth is a poet— 
that is to say, he has written genuine poetry— 
but he is also one of the greatest of living 
novelists. I heartily wish that he would 
stick to novel writing and leave poetry to 
other men. After ail, no man, except Kip- 
ling, can do everything equally well, and the 
author who can do one thing supremely 
well should not try to do other things.

If poetry consists merely in metaphors, 
Smith certainly wrote poetry. Most of his 
metaphors were extremely turgid and bad, 
but now and then he wrote one which was 
simply beautiful. If the pearls which were 
threaded on his town string called the Life 

could be detached from that string, 
some of them would deserve enthusiastic ad- 
miration. But Alexander Smith's poetry can 
never become popular. It was killed by 
“ Firmilian,” and it deserved its fate.

They stimulate other 
giving and arouse towns to an effort to se- 
cure a library. Libraries should be main- 
tained by the community in which they are 
located. It is the best way of giving. The 
question of enlarging the circulation ot 
brary books is not the important one. It is 
not a question of how many books are read, 
but of the influence of the books that are 
read. I believe the public Ubraries will do 
more and more in that direction. I would 
draw the line in fiction sharply, but not 
too closely. I would not have public libraries 
buy books that cannot be placed in circula- 
tion. Leave them to reference libraries if 
they are of value, and leave them out of 
circulating libraries altogether otherwise.“ 

Thomas L. Montgomery, trustee of the 
Philadelphia Public Libraries It depends 
on the locality in which the Mbrary is to be 
located whether Mr. Carnegie's provisions 
are the wisest or not. His conditions are 
better for a small town than for a large 
city. I do not like the idea of attaching his 
name to alli of them. I do not blame the 
people who have protested against an ac- 
ceptance by their community on the ground 
that they wanted their own public Mbrary. 
The public library will never be really popu- 
larized until we have open shelves for every- 
thing. I am told they are afraid to try it in 
Chicago. It has worked well in Philadelphia. 
After the shelves were opened to the public, 
books that had never been off the shelves 

before commenced to go out.: Many of them 
were books on religion and philology. In 
literature, as literature, there has been little 
development recently. The literature that 
| has developed is scientific literature, but 
that, of course, is simply an evidence of 
the development of science. As to where the 
line should be drawn in fiction, I would have 
nothing of smuttiness, certainly. American 
writers started out a few years ago with 
the evident belief that there was an oppor- 
tunity to write a great American novel of 
nastiness. I think they have been discour- 
aged by the spirit in which the tendency has

For one example I should 
draw the line against The Quick and the 
Dead.’ The best basis on which to judge a 
book is the intent of the author.” 

Washington T. Porter, trustee of the Cin- 

-cinnati Public Library—‘ I think it best to 
decline to express an opinion on the form of 
Carnegie’s gifts to public libraries. The 
greatest movement toward popularizing the 
public library will be the bringing of the 
Udrary to the home. Cincinnati has done a 
big thing in this direction by extending the 
circulation of its library to the entire coun- 
ty. ‘There are delivery stations and branch 
libraries in almost every neighborhood, and 
the books are easily accessible to the people. 
Cincinnati is the only city in the country 
that has tried this plan. Its circulation of 
books in a year now numbers 250,000. Books 
for a public library should be carefully ex- 
amined. They should have the approval of 
some one of good judgment before being put 
in circulation. When they are once in circu- 
lation if it appears that they are of ques- 
tionable influence they should be with- 
drawn.“ 

Clement Walker Andrews, the John Crerar 
Library—“ There is no question about the 
wisdom of the manner in which Mr. Carnegie 
has seen fit to bestow his money. His idea of 
making the community -do something is a 
good one. The town that would do nothing 
for a library is as bad as the tramp in his 
relation to society. The next great step that 
must come for libraries isorganization. The 
public libraries will soon be under one great 
system with a bureau at Washington, a 
State department, and possibly a county or- 
ganization. Other institutions have come 
to this, and the libraries will follow. Then 
a book will be indexed once instead of ten 
thousand times. There will be cotperation 
and systematic development. Who could tell 
whether great novels are being written today 
or not? The great novels that were written 
long ago were not great in theirtime. It is 
a thing that time alone can teil. The greatest 
effort in the development of the Dnglish 
literature is in the form of novels. I am not 
so concerned about drawing the line in fiction 
tight on the moral line as about drawing it 
against the dissipation of the brain. The 
great danger lies in too muchreading. One 
librarian tells me of a girl who comes to the 
library every day for a new novel. Reading 
of that kind ought to make the healthy brain 
so sick from dissipation that it would be 
nauseated for a month.” . 


Edwin Hatfield Anderson, Mbrarian of the 
Carnegie Library at Pittsburg— It would 
not be in good taste for me to say anything 
about Mr. Carnegie’s gifts. It is difficult to 
select any one line along which libraries 
will be popularized. There are many things 
librarians are discussing. In Pittsburg one 
of the most important things we are doing 
is to serve the children. We have a depart- 
ment for them, we send out to their 
homes that their

The federal government has rendered large services to public libraries generally. It 
exempts from tariff duty books imported for their use. It maintains at Washington, 
with a generosity not paralleled by any other government, bureaus for scientific research; 
it compiles, publishes, and freely distributes the result of this research. It is the great- 
est publisher in the world and the largest manufacturer of books. Annually it sends to the 
libraries of the United States over 300,000 volumes, It comprises their activity among 
the subjects for whose investigation the Bureau of Education has been established, 
Its Bureau of Documents is seeking to index the government publications and thus 
render their resources available, to facilitate the distribution of documents, and to offer 
to libraries a clearing-house for the exchange of duplicate documents.
